of the favorite cities of the late 
Col. Tillinghast L’Hommedieu 
Huston, one-time owner of the 
New York Yankees along with 
Col. Jake Ruppert, the man re- 
membered for his hassles with 
Babe Ruth at contract time. 


Col. Huston had served with the 
American forces in what he re- 
ferred to as the Spanish War, and 
Cuba had been his battlefield. 
Once Spain was defeated, the 
colonel, an engineer, had stayed 
on to build the harbor installa- 
tions and modernize Havana's 
sewerage system, a fact in which 
he took great pride. 


But most of all, the colonel, a 
large and affable man, liked the 
restaurants of Havana. And Pepe 
Conte, a sports writer for El Dais, 
was his favorite companion. He 
offered diversion and Col. Huston 
was a man who enjoyed diversion 
almost as much as food and 
drink. 


Enormous Capacity 


Pepe Conte, who was a journal- 
ist of fine repute, had an enor- 
mous capacity for rage. Indeed, 
the colonel used to say that Pepe 
Conte was the world’s champion 
man in this field, especially from 
a standing or sitting start. Some- 
where along the way Pepe Conte 
had learned the magician’s trick 
of whisking a tablecloth off a 
table laden with dishes without 
disturbing so much as a single 
spoon. 


In moments of routine rages 
it was Pepe’s custom to de- 
nounce a waiter for some in- 
fraction of the rules of impeccable 
service by shrieking imprecations 
at the offender. But when it was 
so careless as to be beyond mere 
words he would spring to his feet, 
whisk the cloth from beneath the 
dishes with one great gesture, like 
a bullfighter doing cape work, 
fling the cloth at the waiter’s 
feet and, with recovered breath, 
denounce him roundly. The colonel 
liked this mightily. He enjoyed 
greatly the consternation of the 
guests. 


Conte had yet another manner 
of expressing rage but this, of 
course, was reserved for the ulti- 
mate. If the waiter committed 
some error which was qui 
pardonable, Pepe Conte would 
simply overturn the table, dishes 
and all. 


Once the colonel took Mr. Conte 
to New York with him to see a 
world series. At dinner one eve- 
ning the New York waiter was so 
very bad that Pepe Conte reached 
the ultimate in rage and over- 
turned the table. This caused the 
usual consternation but it also 
caused some idiot to call the po- 
lice. It required all Col. Huston’s 
eloquence and the soothing sight of 
greenbacks to square matters. 


Bad Food 


It was much cheaper, the colonel 
said afterward, to have rages in 
Havana. But, said the colonel, the 
food in New York often deserved 
to be thrown on the floor, and for 
a time, he toyed with the idea of 
taking Mr. Pepe on tour of all 
the restaurants where bad food 
and poor service were the very 
watchwords, so that Pepe would 
be stirred to inevitable rage and 
make the proper gesture of con- 
tempt. For his own sake, how- 
ever, as well that of Pepe Conte’s, 
he abandoned the idea. New York 
did not have the neeessary appre- 
ciation of the fine art 
into a rage. 


I found myself remembering the 
colonel and the wonderful Pepe 
Conte, who was one of the best 
and most picturesque newspaper

MILLEDGEVILLE—A stalwart young woman in a slim black 
dress went down into Bedlam, Georgia style, here Friday and she 
emerged with tears in her eyes and a pledge on her lips. 


To 11,000 mentally ill Georgians 
and their families, the state’s 
First Lady, Betty Russell Van- 
diver, made this promise: 


“We won't forget ... Ernie 
and I will never forget what we’ve 
seen this day! I don’t know what’s 
to be done at Milledgeville State 
Hospital—so many other people 
will have better ideas than mine 
—but I believe we'll be haunted 
by what we've seen until we've 
done all we can to correct condi- 
tions here.” 


Young Mrs. Vandiver, member 
of a party which included her 
husband, the Governor, an ad- 
visory committee of psychiatrists, 
lawmakers and public health of- 
ficials and their wives, marched 
valiantly into wards where strong 
men quailed. Their faces working 
with pity and nausea, long-time 
members of the Georgia General 
Assembly turned away from 
wards where badly deformed 
babies and young children were 
housed. 


The young First Lady walked 
swiftly into the ward and held 
out her arms to first one whim- 
pering, crooning, laughing child 
after another. Although her gray- 
gold. eyes brimmed with tears

WASHINGTON—The Senate labor subcommittee voted a $1.25 
minimum wage Friday, The Kennedy bill, approved by a voice vote, 
would bring additional millions of employes under both the minimum 
wage and maximum hour provisions of the fair labor standards act. 
Still others would be put on a $1 wage floor for the first time.

Democratic leaders said that if 
the full committee released a 
wage and hour bill soon, it would 
be scheduled for Senate action at 
this session. 


It is not expected that the House 
of Representatives will act on a 
wage and hour bill until the 1960 
session. 


The amended Kennedy bill 
would take effect 90 days after 
enactment and would raise the 
minimum wage to $1.15 for those 
now covered by the law: One 
year afterward, the minimum for 
oe employes would become 
1.25, 


The broadest amendment pro- 
vides that all employes in enter- 
prises affecting commerce would 
receive, a minimum of $1 an hour 
as soon as the act took effect. 
That would bring about 10,000,000 
persons—chiefly in retail and 
service establishments — within 
the law for the first time.

Hung Jury 
Ends Miami 
TV Trial

WASHINGTON (UPI) The 
turbulent Mack « Whiteside con- 
spiracy trial abruptly ended with 
a hung jury Friday when a lone 
panel member refused to go along 
with his 11 colleagues on a re 
ported guilty verdict. 


The deadlock washed out 14 
weeks of government efforts to 
prove that Richard A. Mack, a 
former federal communications 
commissioner, and his wealthy 
Miami friend, Thurman A. White- 
side, conspired to rig the award 
of Miami television Channel 10. 


JURY DISMISSED 


Federal Judge Burnita S. Mat- 
thews dismissed the jury after 
foreman Robert E. Burner in- 
formed her by note that the panel 
was hopelessly deadlocked 11 - 1 
over a verdict. The name of the 
hold-out juror was not disclosed. 


However, Judge Matthews still 
has before her a defense motion 
for a directed motion of acquittal. 
She said she will rule on it “after 
a few days of rest.” This means 
she still could throw out the case 
completely if she feels there was 
not enough evidence for convic- 
tion. 


WOULD START OVER 


Even if she dismisses the mo- 
tion, the government must start 
all over in its effort to convict 
Mack and Whiteside. Judge Mat- 
thews previously had dismissed 
defense efforts to get a mistrial. 


Burner said the jurors had 
agreed not to discuss what went 
on in the jury room during some 
$2 hours of deliberation, climax- 
ing a 14-weeks trial. But one ju- 
ror, reached at home, said the 
jury was split 11-1 for conviction, 
The juror refused to be identified. 


Conviction of conspiracy carries 
a maximum penalty of five years 
in jail and a $10,000 fine. Mack 
and Whiteside, friends since boy- 
hood, sat expressionless as the 
judge made her announcement. 
They shook hands after court ad- 
journed.

NEW YORK—Negotiations to 
head off a national steel strike 
moved into the make-or-break 
stage Friday. 


The industry indicated for the 
first time its willingness to 
make a specific money offer if 
the United Steelworkers of Amer- 
ica would give the companies 
greater authority over plant ef- 
ficiency. 

In a feverish series of public 
and private meetings, leaders on 
both sides exchanged ideas on 
revised contract clauses govern- 
ing work rules and changes in 
operating practices. 


However, insiders warned that 
it was still impossible to tell 
whether the horse-trading would 
avert a walkout of 500,000 steel 
unionists at midnight Tuesday. 


They expressed hope that con- 
tinuation of the talks Saturday 
would produce a settlement for- 
mula.

Satellite Policing 
Of A-BlastsUrged 


GENEVA (UPI)—East-West scientists Friday rec- 


ommended hurling artificial satellites around the earth } 


and eventually the moon and the sun as robot policemen 
to detect any illicit explosions at high altitudes under 


a nuclear test ban. 


The scientists concluded a three- 
week secret meeting and present- 
ed a 10-page report to the US., 
British and Russian Nuclear Test 
Ban Conference that rivalled sci- 
ence fiction in its plan to use 
satellites as earth’s eyes and ears 
thousands of miles in space. 


The three nuclear powers, dead- 
locked for almost nine months on 
how to police and control any nu- 
clear test ban agreement, ordered 
the scientists to determine ways 
of detecting blasts higher than 
18.6 miles. 


The scientists said it was 
feasible to detect blasts at present 
up to 187,000 miles, and even be- 
yond that as man’s space age 
skills advance. 


Still unanswered was how to de- 
tect underground explosions. The 
United States and Britian have re- 
fused to agree to any test ban 
unless there is foolproof control 
to prevent sneak explosions. Rus- 
sia has refused to discuss new 
American data on underground 
blasts. 


Each satellite would carry in- 
struments to provide maximum re- 
liability and would send signals to 
control posts on earth. 


The three nuclear powers must 
study the recommendations of the 
scientific committee and decide

Newspapers are both public institutions and businesses. Unless 
they are successful in business, they cannot long be successful in ex- 
ercising the rights of a free press. The only alternative is government 
subsidy, which quickly puts an end to criticism of government and 
thereby dooms democracy. 

But the public - private charac- 
ter of the newspaper has its draw- 
backs. Hoping to stop editorial 
criticism or to head off exposure 
in the news columns, penny-ante 
politicians who have wormed 
their way into responsible posi- 
tions sometimes try to put the 
squeeze on the business side. Al- 
most without exception, they fail.

Plants and Prayer 


The of the Green Thumb—the reason why care- 
fully tended plants will flourish for one gardener and die for 
another—has long been a subject of conjecture. 


Now Frank Loehr, Los Angelés, researcher with degrees 
in chemistry and theology, has written a book suggesting that 
prayer can have a significant effect on plant growth. 


Dr. Loehr launched his plant-prayer research in 1952 with 
the prayer circle of First Congregational Church in Los Angeles. 
The essence of his experiments, recorded in “the Power of 


Prayer on Plants,”’ is this: 


“A number of seeds are planted, any kind of seeds. Every- 
thing about them is kept just the same, except that half the 
seeds are given prayer the other half are not. At the end 
of a set time, the growth of the seeds is carefully measured 
and the results compared. If everything about them is kept the 
same except prayer and if a difference in growth is produced, 
then prayer is indicated as the factor that produces the dif- 
ference.” 


Dr. Loehr’s research produced an “overall prayer growth 
advantage of 8.75 per cent.” 


How can prayer effect the growth of plants? 


“It may be that God by whatever name we call Him is 
the source of all power in prayer,”’ says Dr. Loehr. “It is also 
possible that psychic assistance is responsible for all that is 
accomplished through prayer . . . it is also possible that there 
is some common denominator such as faith or love which under- 
lies and is the real power in any form of prayer.”

The Yankee Clipper, who grounded 
himself in 1952 after 13 seasons as the 
Pride of the Yankees, looks as though 
he could step into the line-up and help 
Casey Stengel’s men who are in need 
of help.

DiMaggio is generally considered the greatest all-round player 
of his era. He had the perfect swing, a carbine arm, good speed and 
the uncanny instinct of all outstanding athletes. He was rhythm in 
motion in the outfield and at the plate. He developed into a superior 
outfielder, but he was a colossal hitter from the start. In fact, the 
very first hit of his professional career was a triple. He was a 
mere 17 years old when he struck that first blow for the San Fran- 
cisco Seals. 


—Wyatt Co-Starred in the Only Rhubarb 

Modest to an extreme degree, DiMaggio still fidgets when you 
speak to him of his great feats. Class has always been his trade- 
mark on and off the diamond. He was never ejected from a game 
by an umpire. Ironically, DiMag’s lone rhubarb on the field involved 
another mild-mannered gentleman named Whit Wyatt. 

The incident occurred in the fifth game of the 1941 World Series, 
with Brooklyn, the next day after Mickey Owen had missed the 
controversial third strike served by the late Hugh Casey. I’ve read 


many versions of this squabble, so I asked DiMag what really 


happened. 


“I was knocked down more in that World Series than at any 
other time in my career,” he answered. “‘Durocher (Leo) really 
had them brushing me back. Wyatt had his orders, of course, 
and he brushed me back twice. After I flied out to center field, 

I started across the field and hollered to Whit that the Series 
isn’t over yet. Wyatt made a derogatory remark. I started for 
him, and he started for me. But the players and umpires 
grabbed us before we got together. After the game, Whit came 
around to our clubhouse and apologized. He’s a real great guy.” 

The most remarkable record DiMag inscribed in the records 
was his 56-game hitting streak in 1941. The unbelievable skein 
started on May 15 when he singled off Edgar Smith of the Chisox.

Otherwise, you'd have had two doubles 

“You almost got a hit the one time you faced me,”’ Bagby con- 
tinued. “‘Remember, the ball took a real bad hop on Lou Boudreau 
at shortstop. But he backed up and handled it. That was in the 
eighth inning, and you almost got another chance. Before you came 
to bat, Roy Weatherly was on third with none out, but a ball was hit 
back to the box and Roy was thrown out at the plate. That would 
have been the tying run.” 

‘Your memory is too good for me, Jim,” Joe said. “But I 
recall the two plays Keltner made and the bad hop Boudreau 
handled. By the way, Jim, what did you throw me?”’ 

“It was right down the middle with not too much on it,” Bagby 
said, laughing. 

“I’m sure that wasn’t the pitch,’’ DiMaggio replied.

During the conversation Friday, a man chanced to ask DiMag- 
gio if, by chance, anyone had asked him what’s wrong with the 
Yankees. 

“Not more than several thousand,”’ he chuckled. “‘If you want to 
know, I'll tell you what’s wrong. They hayen’t been getting hitting 
and pitching. When they do, their defense folds. But they can still 
win it, and I’ve got to string along with them, I think they will win 
it. Let’s say the other clubs have a much better chance this year.” 

Walking away from the club, Bagby said, “‘He hasn’t changed 
one bit, He was always a great guy and still is. His head isn’t one 
inch larger.” 

And if you know Bagby, you'll understand why that’s one of the 
greatest compliments Joe DiMaggio ever received.

WASHINGTON U—If you've got about $60,000 and want a 
twin-engine transport airplane, here’s your chance. 


The government has announced that it plans to put 110 
surplus C46 planes up for sale within 60 days “‘as is, where is, 
first come, first served.” 

The planes, built during World War II for air anes trans- 
portation, are located at Davis Monthan Air Force Base, Tucson, 
Arizona. 


Defense Department and General Services Administration 
officials said the planes will be offered at fixed prices ranging 
from $50,000 to $60,000 each. They said this price is based on 
the current market value of the planes. 


If you want immediate delivery, all it takes is cash payment 
of the full purchase price. 


GSA said, however, it would extend credit to qualified 
domestic buyers proposing to base the planes within the conti- 
nental United States, Hawaii, Alaska, Puerto Rico or the Virgin 
Islands.

Most girls blasted the now-accepted good-night =~ ae 
kiss of a casual date, lashed out at boys who «# 
expect it, yet “kiss and tell” to give their dates | 
a reputation. The majority of Campus Comment 
contributors this week declare a kiss is no longer 
special. While many declare it is a girl’s re- 
sponsibility to “draw the line,” they also admit 
“boys always expect more than most are willing 
to give.” 

Gene Hill, 16, Greenville, this week’s winner, 
thinks most youths view a kiss, ‘‘not as a symbol 
of love and mutual understanding, but only 
something to make you popular and well-liked.” © 
Gene continues:

I know from experience that boys do seem to seek and 
date only girls who have a reputation for being “fast.” This 
is hard to understand and accept, especially when I keep 
reading articles saying these types of girls are really the losers 
in the long run. For when the boys become men, they look 
for a mate with entirely different qualifications. All we can do 
is cling to our ideals and suffer now for in the end it will 
surely pay. 


. If only teen-agers could realize that dating is so 
much more than necking and petting. If only they could find 
mutual enjoyment and entertainment in doing other things 
together. Then they wouldn’t look to dark corners and out of 
the way spots for thrills and excitement. ... The only way 
young people can combat this problem is for each to do his 
part. Since the girl is usually the key to the whole problem, 
the whole situation is in her hands. When a teen-ager goes 
to a party, it should be previously planned that there will be 
enough going on to keep the young people involved in whole- 
some entertainment. Parents can help by doing their part.” 


Declaring that ‘‘of course a kiss is still special,”’ Betsy Wallis, 
18, Thomasville, admits ‘“‘they are given more freely and sooner 
than in past generations.’’ She asserts this ‘‘is not due to a lower- 
ing of moral standards, so much as to the increased freedom which 
young people today have in their dating. A girl usually has a 
special boy among her dates, and reserves her kisses for him.” 
Seeing danger in petting parties, Betsy believes young acl can 
combat this danger by “‘planning wholesome ac- gas 
tivities, remembering our moral upbringing and 
the teachings of our church.” 

Irma Dickerson, 16, Rabun Gap, believes 
young people “‘should be firm in their stand 
against petting. ...A teen who breaks his or 
her convictions ‘“‘just a little bit’’ to be with the 
crowd will soon find they no longer have any @ 
feelings about right and wrong.’’ Barbara Bunt- ©; 
ing, 15, Macon, sees dangerous petting as a direct @ 
by-product of going steady, and suggests ‘‘get out ~~ 
and date more than one boy. You'll have more | #. 
fun and you'll find that you don’t have to pet to r ee ws: 
have fun.” Judy Shackelford, 15, Smyrna, main- Richard Still 
tains “‘it’s silly to expect a kiss from a boy you have been out 
with only a few times—the boy or girl would not appreciate it on 
@ casual date. Moral standards may have changed, but not that 
much. ... The way to combat danger in petting is to ‘let ,your 


eer be your guide’ and remember there’s a limit to every- 
ng.” 

Mary Edith Daly, 14%, Jasper, also sees danger in promiscuous 
petting and warns “think before you leap.” Atlantan Richard 
Still, 17, thinks “kissing is fine and tends to hold a couple who are 
going steady together. As long as it doesn’t get out of hand and 
lead to anything too serious to handle, I’m all for it.” Many agree 
with Atlantan Sylvia Culpepper, 16, who declares “‘it’s up to the 
girl to maintain high moral standards. Almost any boy will go as 
far as he can. The girl must draw the line. . . . Teen-agers should 
double-date a lot and stay with a decent crowd. Their parents 
should know where they are and should set a time for them to be 
in.”’ Carol Woody, 16, Sylvester, who sees the kiss as an accepted 
part of most dates, suggests youths should be especially careful 
whom they date. 


Numerous students hit movies, television and magazines for 
“overplaying”’ kissing, and exposing young minds to “so much of 
that sort of thing it seems natural, even on a casual date. ” Among 
these is Sara Jane Clarkson, Decatur, who adds “a teen-ager 
shouldn’t be ignorant about sex and should be taught the value of 
a kiss... . Some parents just don’t care where their teen-agers 
are and what they’re doing. Other parents think if they isolate 
their children from the world, allow no dates and forbid friends 
coming home with them, it will prevent them from ‘going wrong.’ ”

TRY GROWTH STOCK 


“If | were a young person em- 
ployed and could afford to sac- 
rifice a little income, I think I 
would invest in a growth stock. 
But,” she warned, “a growth 
stock like any other takes con- 
stant careful watching. Too 
many people buy a stock, put 
it away and forget it. Sometimes 
that stock’s record may show 
another stock would be better.” 


However, she added, a good 
high-grade stock with a long 
record of good dividends and 
growth will often reward hand- 
somely if simply put away. 


“You can’t rely too much on 
someone else’s opinion. You 
must do a lot of your own study. 
Seek advice but be sure of your 
counselor and his motives. His 
income depends on the sale of 
stock. And yet the market may 
show it’s the wrong time to 
buy.”
